NOVEMBER  UNIFORM  PRICE  $4.59 

Dairy  farmers  who  delivered  Grade  "A"  milk  to  handlers  subject  to  the 
Fort  Wayne  milk  order  in  November  1964,  will  receive  a minimum  uniform  price 
of  $4.59  per  hundredweight  for  milk  testing  3.57=,.  A butterfat  differential 
of  7.5  cents  for  each  one  tenth  of  one  percent  that  individual  tests  vary 
above  or  below  the  3.57,  standard  will  be  used.  This  minimum  price  is  subject 
to  a 4 cent  per  hundredweight  marketing  service  deduction  and  authorized 
hauling  charges.  The  computation  of  the  minimum  blend  price  is  shown  on 
page  5 and  the  class  prices  on  page  4. 

The  $4.59  price  for  November  1964,  is  8 cents  below  the  October  1964 
price,  but  12  cents  above  the  November  1963  price.  This  $4.59  blend  price 
includes  about  39  cents  derived  from  funds  paid  into  the  pool  by  handlers, 
plus  earned  interest,  under  the  "Louisville  Plan"  in  April,  May  and  June  of 
this  year. 

PRODUCER  RECEIPTS  AND  UTILIZATION 

Approved  producers  shipped  20,970,184  pounds  of  milk  to  the  Fort  Wayne 
market  during  November  1964,  of  which  16,366,133  pounds  or  78.047,  was  utilized 
in  Class  I by  15  pool  handlers.  Production  was  up  1.77,  from  October  1964. 

Class  I utilization  of  producer  milk  was  down  8.97,  from  October  1964. 

DECEMBER  CLASS  I PRICE  $4.49 

$1.20  was  added  to  the  November  basic  formula  price  of  $3.29  (Wisconsin- 
Minnesota  Series)  to  establish  the  Fort  Wayne  Class  I price  for  December. 

This  price  of  $4.49  is  two  cents  more  than  the  November  Class  I price. 

US DA  ISSUES  DECISIONS 

Final  decisions  were  recently  issued  which  would  amend  the  orders 
regulating  milk  in  the  Fort  Wayne,  Indianapolis  and  South  Bend-LaPorte- 
Elkhart  marketing  areas,  none  of  which  will  become  effective  until  approved 
by  producers . 

The  Fort  Wayne  order  amendments  would  place  sour  cream  not  labeled  Grade 
"A"  in  Class  II,  maintain  the  present  price  differential  between  Class  I and 
Class  II,  revise  the  method  of  computing  butterfat  differentials,  and  provide  for 
a supply-demand  factor  in  the  Class  I price.  The  supply-demand  adjustment  would 
be  based  on  producer  milk  receipts  and  utilization  in  both  the  Fort  Wayne  and 
Indianapolis  markets.  Admendments  would  also  be  made  in  the  Indianapolis  order, 
to  provide  for  this  supply  demand  adjustment. 

The  decision  in  regard  to  the  South  Bend-LaPorte-Elkhart  order  would  change 
the  name  of  the  market  to  "Northwestern  Indiana"  marketing  area,  expand  the  area 
to  include  an  additional  six  Indiana  counties,  change  classification,  pricing 
and  differentials,  and  substitute  the  Chicago  supply-demand  adjuster  for  the 
one  presently  in  use.
